One if the bills bt fore the legislature 
st Madison which will attraot oonsidf r- 
able attention is the railway bill intro­ 
duce i rn the senate by Mr. Horace A. 
Taylor. If the bill were to “paddle its 
own canoe,” or otherwiso left to get 
through the legislature on its own merits, 
it.wculdn’t get cut of the committee 
room alive, There is nobody but Mr. 
Taylor who is aching for the passage of 
his bill. Th*re are no extortionate rates 
about which the farmers or other ship­ 
pers can Red a reason for grumbling. 
In fact tiu re is a cessation of hostilities 
between the railways and the people. 
The former are under pretty good con­ 
trol, 
with 
no 
deeire 
to 
oppress 
anybody, and the latter get their|goods 
and their stock and their grain shipped 
at rates that are reasonable and free from 
any bardship. 
But all this counts for nothing in the 
mind of embitious statesmen who want 
to i ose as champions for the people, 
when they can’t win wide popularity by 
well tried abhty and by personal worth, 
they try otber schemes to reach the po­ 
sition of heroes. It may be something 
of this kind that induced the author of 
tho railway bill to engage in the manu­ 
facture of public sentiment—not for the 
bill—but for himself. 
His scheme is 
one which probably is the best he oould 
think of. but it will hardly make him a 
hero. 
He got up a little circular, sent it 
to a large number of farmers, urging 
them to sign a petition for the passage 
of his bill. Here is a u >py of it: 
Wisooi sin Legislature, Senate Oham- 
bes: I mail you to day a copy of a syn­ 
opsis of the bill “to regulate rai.road 
tariff,” now pending in the senate. * The 
bill b*s been carfuiiy prepared, and is a 
measure that it is believed, if enacted 
into law, will do equal justice to both 
the railway companies and their patrons. 
If you approve of the bill, will you not 
take the trouble to circulate petitions in 
its favor, and send them to your senator 
or member of assembly, or to myself, on 
or before the middle of february? If 
you send in petitions please advise me 
who you send them to.

The bill is not so much to “regulate 
railroad tariff,” as it is to regulate Mr 
Taylor’s future political prospects. That 
is the real meaning of the bill which one 
sees written quite plainly between the 
lines. 
When the person receives the cir­ 
cular letter be reads it carefully over, 
&pd if he is easily influenced by the am­ 
bitious appeals of otnets, he signs the 
following petition which is manufactured 
at Madison and sent out with the circular 
letter. 
To the honorable Legislature i f the 
State of Wisconsin: Your petitioners, 
believing that further legislation is nec­ 
essary to properly protect the producer 
and shippers of the state fri.m unreason­ 
able and unequal charges imposed up­ 
on traffic by the railway companies, re­ 
spectfully ask that yon enact a law that 
will apply, as far es practicable, the 
principles of the inter-state commerce 
law to traffic within the state, and pro­ 
vide further for a board of commission­ 
ers to enforce the laws and act as impar­ 
tial arbitrators between the railroads and 
the public. 
Some people may laugh at this bril­ 
liant scheme of a statesman, but they 
must remember thtt it is as brilliant an 
idea as some men can givejtbe world, and 
they imagine it is fraught with brains 
and born 
to aucceis. But the sober 
sense of the people will wonder why 
such a great reform as Mr. Taylor seeks 
to (inaugurate, needs to be fosterei and 
petted in the fashion be has adopted' 
The answer to this is, if left to the spon­ 
taneous sprising of the people, it would 
never see daylight.

The assembly concurred in a resolu­ 
tion appointing a special committee of 
five assemblymen ar.d three senators to 
meet in convention with other commit­ 
tees from other legislature? in a conven­ 
tion, to take action against the beef and 
pork trnsts.

Among the bills introduced were the 
following: 
Authorizing the Sui!t Ste Marie and 
Southwestern Railway Company to build 
a bridge across the Chippewa and Eau 
Claire rivers, in the city of Eau Clair . 
To authonziug Justice of the Peace to 
appoint and employ clerks. 
To reduce street railway fare in cities 
of fifty thousand inhabitants or more to 
3 cents. 
Alarge ’camber of bills of a local in­ 
terest to Milwaukee were passed under 
suspension of rales, including one to im­ 
pose a tax of one-fiftieth mill on all tax­ 
able property in that city to meet expense 
of Grand Army encampment next year, 
It will proviie a fund of fifty thousand 
dollars. 
In the senate, among the bills intro­ 
duced were the following: 
Amending the laws rn relation io the 
state treasury agent, and reducing fees to 
331a per cent of total collections. 
Abolishing the State Beard of Chari­ 
ties and Reform, and transferring the 
duties to the State Board of Supervision. 
Providing for soldier’s Memorial hall 
and making contingent appropritaions 
therefor. 
Providing fcr printing ballots at pub­ 
lic expense, and to regulating voting at 
state and municipal elections.

INCO M E S OF RULERS. 


Mr. D a n iels C riticises th e C ivil-Sorvlce 
S ystem . 
W ashington, Feb. 7.—Tho Senate bill 
granting to the Big Horn Southern rad* 
way company a right of way across the 
reservation in Montana was reported and 
passed. 
Mr. Chandler offered a resolution 
(which was agreed to) calling on the Secre­ 
tary of tho Interior for a statement as to 
authority given by him for cutting timber 
in tho Chi pix1 wa Indian reservation within 
the La Pointo agency. 
The resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Chandler, instructing the committee on a p ­ 
propriations to investigate the m atter of 
naval officers’ claims, was taken up, and 
after a long debate the resolution went 
over without action, and the executive and 
judicial appropriation bill. 
Mr. Hawley’s amendment to increase tho 
clerical force of tho civil-service reform 
commission was again the subject of de­ 
bate. 
Mr. Cockrell answered the speech modo 
by Mr. Plumb yesterday, criticising the 
civil service under tile present adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Ho denied that tho railway postal 
service was put under the civil service rule 
in order to incommode tho incoming a d ­ 
ministration. 
Mr. Daniels opposed tile amendment. He 
said that he did not desire to burden the 
incoming administration by increasing the 
civil service dose. 
Ho declared the whole 
thing a farce aud in opposition to the 
intentions of the founders of the govern­ 
ment. 
After further debate tho Senate, at 4:30, 
adjourned.

A n A d m ission B ill C onsidered 
by th e 
H ou se C om m ittee. 
W ashington, Feb. 7.—Tho House com­ 
mittee on Territories held their regular 
meeting this morning and took final action 
on the bill for tho admission of Utah and 
tho Omnibus bill, providing an enabling 
a c t for the admission of the Territories of 
Idaho, 
Wyoming, 
and 
Arizona 
as 
State 
of tho 
Union. 
It 
was decided, 
although not unanimously, in regard to 
the Utah matter, to appoint a sub-com­ 
mittee of live members, with Representa­ 
tive Springer as Chairman, to draft a re­ 
port to tho effect that, owing to the late­ 
ness of tho session it would be impracticable 
to secure tho passage of tho pending bill. 
Tho sub-committee was authorized to mako 
its report exhaustive, iir order to give to 
tho public the benefits of tho hearings hold 
by the 
committee on 
the 
proposi­ 
tion to admit tho 
Territory. 
This 
report will bo submitted to tho full com­ 
mittee as soon as it is finished. 
Tho com­ 
mittee decided to report favorably the om­ 
nibus bill. 
Tho vote in committee was 
practically unanimous on this proposition, 
although ono or two members of the com­ 
mittee expressed themselves as opposed to 
tho omnibus system, and preferred the ad­ 
mission of the various interested Territories 
Blngly.

A d o p tio n o f th e C onference R oport on 
th o B ill by th e H ouse. 
W ashington, Feb. 7.—The House, after 
a long debate, agreed to the conference re­ 
port on tho Nicaragua canal bill by a vote 
of 177 yeas to (50 nays. 
Mr. Chipman 
(Mich.) made the principal speech in favor 
of tho report, declaring that the House 
amendments which were dropped by tho 
conference were added to the bill on the 
idea that tho United States should isolate 
itself and keep free from entangling alli­ 
ances. That day, he said, had passed. Tho 
attem pt to make it impracticable for Amer­ 
ican enterprise to plant itself in foreign 
countries was too late. 
The time had come 
for a haughty and dictatorial American 
policy and certainly' a wise American 
policy. 
We are carrying tho flag into that 
region of Central America with the in­ 
dorsement of this Government. 
We have 
put ourselves where, though we may not 
be pecuniarily liable, we shall bo morally 
responsible for tho safety and protection of 
a great American enterprise which will 
help to spread our country over tho world. 
He hoped that this step was only a prelude 
to tho day wheu the flag shall wave over 
tho State of Nicaragua as a State of tho 
United States of America. 


L ondon, Feb. 7.—The British bark Lur­ 
id Bay, bound for Auckland, was towed

our-masted steamer of Beachy head and 
b a t the steamer was sunk with all on 
loard. 
The seamen of tho Largo Bay say 
bey are certain that tho lost steamer car­ 
ded passengers, and they estimate that tho 
wow and the passengers together numbered 
it least IOO persons. 
Tho steamer sunk 
fight minutes after the collision occurred. 
New Y ork, Feb. 7.—About tho various 
iteamship companies offices on Bowling 
3 roe ii and Lower Broadway are gathered 
groups of anxious men, though a few 
women have also braved tho zero weather to 
glean some intelligence of tho identity of 
:he lost steamship. 
Confidence, hopes, 
Iud fears were freely exchanged, lait noth­ 
ing learned. 
Only glimmering night lights 
{hone forth through the plate-glass win­ 
dows of tho placid-looking office, whoso 
pile of books undoubtedly contained tile 
lames of tho lost friends. But which? Tins 
was the question the anxious ones never 
tired of asking. 
For hours they waited 
without the offices, hoping yet fearing. 
Some frightened clerk, having learned 
more definite tidings, would hasten to open 
|he doors. 
Finally frozen in flesh and 
spirit the waiting crowds began to thin 
out. 
Can it be tho Werra? 
This was tho first 
question asked by many. 
She had on board 
between 200 and 250 persons, including 
passengers and crew, and her value is over 
$1,000,000. 
Capt. Bussius, 
an able and 
ex|>crienced mariner, is her commander. 
Henry Clausen and many 
other New 
Yorkers are on board. 
Tho W erra is a four-masted steamer of 
tho North German Lloyd lino and cleared 
from this port for Bremen Wednesday, 
Jan. 23. 
Jan. 31 she touched at Southamp­ 
ton, and h3r arrival at Bremen has not yet 
been reported. 
Ordinarily silo covers the 
distance between Southampton and her 
destination within forty hours. 
Fogs are 
not tho rule at this season of tho year on 
the course over which sho travels, and un­ 
less her machinery was disabled it would 
seem that she must have been far from 
Beachy Head on Monday night. 
Unless 
6ho met with some mishap sho is probably 
a t her wharf in Bremerhaven. 
Tho two points which lead to tile general 
Impression that the fated steamer may be 
the W erra are that she has not yet been 
reported at her destination and that she is 
a four-master. 
There are several R otter­ 
dam steamers also carrying four masts, but 
their course would not lead them near 
Beachy Head. 
Neither would tho W erra’s 
course take her very near tho placo of the 
collision, but thero is a possibility that she 
got lost in a fog or disabled ber machinery 
and wandered from her course. 
Herman Pelrichs, agent of the North 
Gorman Lloyd Steamship company, was 
shown the London cablegram by a reporter 
shortly after midnight tit bis residence. 
“ Why, I do not think it possible that the 
sunken steamer can be tho W erra,” said 
he. 
“ She cleared from New York early 
Wednesday, Jan. 23, and from Southamp­ 
ton Thursday, Jan. 31. 
She could not 
have taken more than forty-eight hours to 
reach Bremen from Southampton. 
You 
will find the W erra is safo at her destina­ 
tion.”

Two hours’ 
discussion took place over the bill and a 
dozen trivial amendments were offered. 
All amendments were voted down finally to 
gh o place to one presented by Browne of 
La Salle, generalizing the application of 
tho bill by inserting the words “or em­ 
ploye. ” 
This bill, as finally ordered to 
third reading, is as follows: 
That whever a mechanic, artisan, minor, 
laborer, servant, or employe, shall have 
cause to bring suit for his or her wages 
earned and due ami owing, according to 
the terms of the employment, and he or she 
shall establish by the decision of tho court 
or jury that the amount for which ho or 
she has brought suit is justly due and 
owing, rind that a demand has been made 
in writing three days before the suit is 
brought for a sum not exceeding the 
amount so found duo, and owing, then it 
shall bo tho duty of the court before which 
tho case shall be tried to allow the jtlain- 
tiff, when the foregoing facts appear, a 
reasonable attorney’s fee in addition to the 
amount found duo and owing for wage: 
and in a justice court such attorney’s feo 
shall not Lo less than $•>, and in tho County 
or Circuit court not less than $10, to be 
taxed as costs in tho suit.” 
On motion of Air. Davis, tho Mooney 
bill, Tuesday ordered to a third reading, 
was reconsidered and so amended as to pro­ 
vide th it surplus funds arising from liquor 
licenses in cities, villages and towns, might 
be expended for t tie benefit of “ public” 
schools only. 
The word “ public” had been 
incidentally omitted bv the author of tho 
bill. 
A resolution was adopted directing the 
secretary of state to furnish committees 
copies* of the statutes and other books, 
after which the House adjourned.

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Tho ^Wisconsin Legislature Appoints a 
t Committee for That Purpose.) 
Madison, Wis., Feb. 7.—The work done 
under the present State printing contract 
and the manner in which tho State Print­ 
ing Commissioners have administered the 
printing affairs.of the State aro to have a 
thorough legislative sifting. 
It is charged 
that gross extravagance has l>een practiced 
in the matter and that because of careless­ 
ness in tho supervision of tho work by the 
officials in charge the public printers, by 
means 
of a liberal 
interpretation of 
the terms of the contract, 
have been 
permitted to reap exceptionally 
large 
profits. 
It is averred also that radical de­ 
fects in the present system have been dis­ 
covered. 
When McCoy’s resolution on the 
subject came up a substitute was offered 
providing for the appointment of a joint 
committee of three members from each 
house to conduct an investigation. 
Tho 
committee is empowered to subpoena wit­ 
nesses and take testimony, compel tho pro­ 
duction of books and accounts, and inquire 
into any matter in connection with the 
public printing. 
When the investigation 
has been completed a report of findings is 
to lie made either by bill, resolution, or 
otherwise. 
About forty bills, mostly local and unim­ 
portant wero handed in. 
One by Mr. 
Avery empowers the Board of Supervision 
iu its discretion to credit deserving convicts 
in penal institutions with some portion of 
their earnings. 
The Home passed Keogh’s 
Milwaukee election law amendments, limit 
ing voting precincts to .IOO voters, and 
providing for non-partisan custodians of 
ballots,! and concurred in the Senate ap- 
priation of $24,000 to tho Fish Com­ 
missioners for the years 1888 and 1^89. 
The Governor sent to the Senate for con­ 
firmation the appointments of A. D. K. 
Throne of Eau Claire, member of the Stato 
Board of Health for five years, and Henry 
M. Stark of Milwaukee, Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics for the term of four years,

London, Feb. 7.—Mr. Parnell wa* pres­ 
ent at to-day’s session of the commission 
and heard the continuation of the evidence 
of the witness Beach, 
otherwise known as 
Dr. Le Caron. 
W it­ 
ness told of a meeting 
of the “ F. C.” on 
Aug. ‘J, 1881, which 
discussed operations in 
dynamite and recoin- 
'mended the formation 
of classes in mine en­ 
gineering. 
At 
an­ 
other secret meeting 
CHAS. l . PARNELL. Delegate Connor at­ 
tacked the revolutionary directory for its 
inactivity and for its failure to execute cer­ 
tain suggestions made by him, including 
the rescuo of Mr.# Davitt from prison and 
tho fitting out of an expedition to South 
America to land upon territory recently 
occupied by the English. 
Attorney-General Webster hero read a 
financial 
statement, which included an 
item for subsidizing foreign newspapers. 
Witness, continuing, said that Breslin 
was paid for building a submarine .torpedo 
boat, which proved to be a failure. Another 
firm built a lioat which lay on the New 
Jersey side of New York harbor for months, 
but was not used against British ships. 
John O’Connor, an agent employed for 
carrying arms to Ireland, attended the 
convention 
as a representative of tho 
Supreme council of tho ft*ish Republican 
brotherhood. 
Sir Charles Russell said that the witness’ 
alleged conversation with Mr. Parnell was 
to the effect that Mr. Parnell wished to 
inform the heads of the Irish organization 
iu America that he would like to act in 
concert with them. 
For that purpose Par­ 
nell was supposed to have commissioned the 
witness to see Alexander Sullivan and 
others. 
Tiler Met in Chicago. 
Tho witness, continuing, said that tho 
conversation with O’Connor took place in 
the Palmer house in Chicago in the pres­ 
ence of two others. 
O’Connor, in reply to 
witness’ question as to how* tho matter 
stood, assured him that it was all satisfac­ 
tory. 
Witness saw Mackay and Lomasney 
two days before Lomasney left America for 
the jiurpose of carrying out tho plan of 
campaign by explosions, tho details of 
which tho witness could not give. 
Lomas­ 
ney never returned, and the organization 
has ever since supported his family and 
father. 
Witness believed that Lomasney 
and his brother, Michael Lomasney, per­ 
ished in tho London bridge explosion. 
In compliance with orders from head­ 
quarters, witness said he attended the Chi­ 
cago convention. 
Several priests who 
approved a dynamite policy, and T. P. 
O’Connor and Timothy Healy, were also 
present. 
The niornl-suasion element ob­ 
jected to the election of the Rov. Mr. Betts 
as president because he belonged to the 
aggressive party, but withdrew their ob­ 
jection at the direct request of O’Connor. 
Witness said he had received from the di­ 
rectory a circular giving a report of the 
proceedings of the convention. 
This circu­ 
lar stated that the doctrine which the con­ 
vention had adopted was that a peoplo 
living under an unnatural government and 
wishing to lie under a natural one were en­ 
titled to overthrow tho unnatural govern 
meat and establish a natural one in its 
place. 
Ho sent copies of all documents of 
the brotherhood to the E nglishgovernment 
at that time. 
Since then they have not 
been in his possession. 
S u l l i v a n ’* E n g l i s h Visit. 
Sullivan, witness said, came to England 
in 1882 and remained three months. 
Wit­ 
ness heard of it by the “ underground tele­ 
graph.” 
On Sullivan's return to America 
he told witness that in future men would 
lie chosen for tho work who did not exceod 
their orders, liko Gallagher. 
Sullivan said 
that Gallagher had ^neglected his instruc­ 
tions, and had given himself away; that lie 
bad consorted with Rossa’s men, who told 
Jim McDermott, who informed the govern­ 
ment. 
Sullivan also said that they would 
continuo to send men to England to carry 
on an active dynamite war. 
Attorney-General 
Webster then read 
other circulars issued by the brotherhood 
which the witness sui I he had received and 
copied. 
In these circulars appeals wero 
modo for further exertions to enlarge tho 
special fund and foster tho movement. 
Reference was made to tho men who carried 
their lives in their hands and whos? destruc­ 
tion would follow n discovery of their 
plans. 
The witness ie morn hired conversing, in 
February, 188 I, with Col. (Hingham, when 
something was said about Parnell coming 
to America. 
Parnell and Egan were both 
expected, but only Egan came and stayed 
a few days with Sullivan. 
Later, during 
tho ojien convention, witness conversed 
with Egan. 
On March ‘-IO, 1883, witness 
received a circular of instructions intended 
for the exclusive use of “senior guardians.” 
In this circular every branch of 
the 
organization was commanded to endeavor 
to jierfect itself in some particular branch 
of warfare. 
The League Convention. 
The open convention of the league met in 
Philadelphia on April 20, 188:t. 
Egan, 
Mooney, anti Bolan summoned tho conven­ 
tion. 
Witness attended as the Clan-na- 
Gael delegate of the Braidwood (111.) camp. 
He also represented the league. 
Egan did 
not attend the secret meetings, but he re­ 
quested tho witness to inform him of all the 
details of the discussions, and declared that 
tho program was satisfactory to all na­ 
tionalists. 
After the convention tho Land 
league became the National league, of 
which Sullivan was president. 
Thomas 
Brennan attended the se ret meetings, which 
it would have been impossible for him to 
attend unless he had been a member of the 
“ L R. B.,” or “M. B.” 
Frank Byrne at­ 
tended tho open convention, but was not 
present at tho secret meetings. Sheridan 
was not present at the secret meetings. 
Daly of Castlebar attended tho secret meet­ 
ings, but did not attend the open conven­ 
tion, which he denounced. 
The Attorney-General quoted from a ca­ 
ble dispatch sent by Parnell to Mooney on 
April 26, 1883, asking tho latter to present 
his (Parnell’s) views to tho convention, arni 
advise the delegates to framo a platform 
that will enable the Nationalists to continue 
to accept American assistance, while avoid­ 
ing offering England a pretext for the en­ 
tire suppression of the Nationalist move­ 
ment. 
The witness, resuming his testimony,said 
that on May 28, 1883, he saw Egan in Mil 
W aukee. 
Another circular issued by tho 
organization on Sept. 6, 1883, said that 
the executive was unable to see its way to 
an armed insurrection until England should 
become involved in war. 
In the meantime 
a secret war would be carried on. 
All in­ 
formers, the circular said, were fore­ 
doomed. 
The Attorney-General hero suggested 
that this referred to Carey.

While in Milwaukee, witness continued, 
Sullivan said to him, that the active opera­ 
tions were entirely in the hands of the 
revolutionary directory of their own or­ 
ganization, but that there had been some 
lack of courage shown and the directory 
had found it impossible to get men from 
the home organization to do the work. 
Sullivan said that in future every one 
chosen should be without family and an old 
and tried member. 
No new member would 
be allowed to work, because lately forty 
Irish constables had arrived in America to 
try to join the organization and learn its 
secrets. 
Before departing on an expedi­ 
tion 
every man would 
be instructed 
in the use and management of explosives. 
At the end of 1883 there was a split in the 
organization, the seceders retaining the old 
name, while the others under Sullivan’s 
leadership founded a new secret organiza­ 
tion entitled the “ U. S .” 
The executive 
was reduced to three members, their badge 
being a triangle. 
Witness and a majority 
of the members of Camp A joined the “U. 
S.'* 
In January, 1864, the Redmonds ar­ 
rived from Australia and traveled through 
the United States. 
Prominent members of 
the “U. S .” attended the reception held in 
their honor.
